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Man surrenders 
after shooting 


He had bolted garage door shut, 
threatened to kill himself

A man armed with a .45-caliber pistol shot 
blindly through his garage door before surren- 
dering to police after a two-hour standoff Tues- 
day night. 

The man, a 44-year-old resident of the 3000 
block of Iowa Street, bolted his garage door 
shut and told family members he had nothing 
to live for before he fired a single round from 
the two-shot weapon through the garage, 
according to a police report. 

But after two hours of conyersation with 
family members and police officers, the man 
surrendered without harming himself or 
bystanders, Assistant Chief Kip Pomeroy of the 
Granite City police department said. 

“I am very proud day in and day out of the 
fine job that the Granite City police depart- 
ment’ does,” Pomeroy said. “I am particularly 
proud of the officers that responded Tuesday 
evening to a situation that was potentially very 
harmful. 


“The fact that the officers were able to dif- 
fuse a volatile situation with no harm to any- 
one makes me particularly proud.” 


The man barricaded himself in the family’s 
detached garage at about 6 p.m. Tuesday. 
When his wife heard a gunshot come from the 
garage, she yelled to him but he told her he 
was just testing the gun, the wife told police

But the man called his daughter — who had 
just run away, from home — on a cellular tele-

phone and toid her he was going to kill himself,

police said. The daughter subsequently notified 
the wife and police were called, a police report 
states. 


Five Granite City patrolmen, a detective and 
police Chief Dave Ruebhausen ‘responded to the 
scene, as did two units from the Madison Coun 
ty Sheriff's Department 


The man told a police officer he did not want 
to hurt officers or anyone else, but that he did 
not want to continue living, the report states 


A police officer familiar with the distraught 
man from school began to talk to him, passing 
cigarettes beneath the garage door to him and 
trying to dissuade him from firing the gun 
again. 


After about two hours, during which time the 
man’s wife, brother, cousin and other acquain 
tances tried to talk’ the man into coming out, 
the man agreed to lay the gun down, unscrew 
the bolts he had used to secure the door and 
surrender.

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Clark’s emissions 
excessive, EPA says 


Violations on dust, chemicals alleged 





HARTFORD U.S. Environmental Protec 
tion Agency. officials are accusing Clark Refin- 
ing & Marketing Inc. of exceeding federal lim- 
its on of dust and chemical emissions. 

Clark may have released 25 tons of dust per 
year over the minimum allowed, according to 
Cynthia Curtis, an environmental investigator 
with the U.S. EPA 

In addition, the Clark plant in Hartford may 
have coughed up 40 tons each of sulfur dioxide 
and nitrogen oxide, an agency spokesman said 

Inhaling high concentrations of dust can lead 
to heart and lung diseases. Exposure to sulfur 
dioxide can impair breathing, aggravate st- 
ing respiratory diseases and reduce the ability 
of the lungs to clear foreign particles 

Nitrogen oxide contributes to formation of 
ozone, which can cause breathing problems, 
asthma attacks, eye irritation and stuffy nose, 
the agency said in a news release 

The agency has cited the company for creat- 
ing the emissions after it made changes to its 
fluid catalytic cracking unit without obtaining a 
permit, which significantly increased the emis- 
sions of the pollutants, a spokesman said. The 
unit changes oil into gasoline 

“These emissions occurred in an area that 
has attained national ambient air quality stan- 
dards for all air pollutants,”’ the agency 
spokesman said. 

Clark officials said they have done a good 
job of keeping pollution down, and U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency’s own statéments 
tend to prove it. 

The pollution referred to has not been proven 
to have come from Clark, according to Suzanne 
Lessard, spokeswoman for the company’s St. 
Louis regional office. 

“We did not feel we needed a permit,’’ she 
added. 

Curtis said the allegations are based on esti- 
mates obtained from data supplied by the com- 
pany. She said since the company failed to

St. Clair County Coroner Rick Stone identi- 
fied the body Tuesday as that of Connie Haw 
kins, 39, of the 500 block of North Morrison 
Stone said Hawkins’ badly decomposed but ful 
ly clothed body was found Monday afternoon in 
the 1800 block of North 17th Street in East St. 
Louis. 

She was pronounced dead at the scene by 
Deputy Coroner Albert Ransom at 1:05 p.m 
Wednesday. Hawkins had been shot three 
times, once each in the head, left shoulder 
blade and right thigh, Stone said 

She had been reported missing to Collinsville 
police by her live-in companion, Martin Kova- 
rik, on June 3

Stone said that Hawkins was probably killed

Sometimes individuals contact this office 
and indicate that they fell on a slippery floor 
at a business establishment. People who 
have been injured in this situation wonder 
whether they can recover damages from the 
store owner based on negligence 


property owner had applied a fresh coat of 
paint to a concrete floor, and the injured par- 
ty testified that he felt as if he had stepped 
on a “sheet of glass or an ice rink.” 








At the close of the plaintiff's case, the trial 
court granted a motion for directed verdict. 
This meant that the plaintiff was not even 
able to get his case to the jury. The Appellate 
Court held that this action was proper since 
the only evidence concerning the issue of the 
defendant's negligence was the testimony 
that the floor was slippery. The plaintiff in 
this case presented no evidence that the type 
of paint used was improper or that the race 
track was negligent in its selection of paint. 


Various Illinois cases have decided that 
the mere waxing or oiling of a floor does not 
necessarily constitute negligence on the part 
of the businéss owner. In order to 
demonstrate negligence, the evidence will 
have to show that the waxing or ailing was 
not properly performed. Illinois Courts, in 
discussing the waxing or treating of floors by 
business establishments, have decided that 
a store owner may treat his floor with wax or 
oil in the customary manner without incurr- 
ing liability unless he is shown to be 
negligent in the materials he used or the 
manner of applying the substances.

Collinsville area, and Lloyd 
Wilson is the Alton area blue- 
birder. All around the state 
are more people involved in

Presently, America’s electric 
industry operates as a govern- 
ment-protected monopoly that 
prevents consumers from pur- 
chasing electricity from the 
provider of their choice, and at 
the best possible price.

The momentum is so strong 
that the debate is no longer 
about whether or not competi-

Because 
the big utilities like Common- 































wealth Edison have no compe- 
tition, they can provide sub- 
standard service to captive 
customers. And because cus- 
tomers are denied the right to 
choose, they lose their ability 
to shop around for other com- 
panies that would treat them 
as valued customers. 


The evidence is clear, regu- 
lated monopolies lead only ‘to 
higher prices while limiting 
customer choice. 


It is time to restructure 
America’s $220-billion-a-year 
electric industry, and allow 
everyone the power to choose 
their own electric provider 
Consumers will be better off.

attempting to persuade St 
Clair County State’s Attorney 
Bob Haida to indict Robinson, 
whom Cueto accused of solicit- 
ing a bribe; and filing false 
pleadings in Venezia’s criminal 
case. 

During the trial, witnesses 
testified that Cueto had 15 of 
17 St. Clair County judges ‘‘in 
his pocket.’ One focus of the 
charges against Cueto was a 
i992 hearing in St. Clair Coun- 
ty Circuit urt where Robin- 
son was forced to testify within 
15 minutes of being advised of 


the hearing and was deprived 
of legal counsel. 

Haida said he discontinued 
misdemeanor cases brought 
against taverns utilizing Vene- 
zia’s machines for illegal gam- 
bling after he realized that 
Cueto was using the cases to 
derail the federal investigation. 

Haida also testified that Cue- 
to had longtime friend U.S. 
Rep. Jerry Costello, D-Belle-

‘46 Red Sox 
knew curse 
of Haefner 


After payin tribute to Mick- 
ey Haefne: .e former major 
league baseball pitcher who 
died Jan 3, 1995, at the age of 
82, I thought I had written my 
last about the crafty lefthand- 
ed knuckleballer from New 
Athens. 

That changed last week upon 
receiving a-Society of Ameri- 
can Baseball Research publica- 
tion, The National Pastime, 
that included an article enti- 
tled “T Curse of Mickey 
Haefner.”” 

My eulogy noted that Haef- 
ner was part of baseball’s only 
four-man dominated knuckle- 
balling starting rotation that 
included himself, Dutch Leon- 
ard, Roger Wolff (of Chester) 
and Johnny Niggeling, with the 
Washington Senators. 

Yet, I never had heard the 
story of Haefner, in a way, 
being responsibie for the 
demise of the Boston Red Sox 
in the 1946 World Series 
against the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Just how did a Senator have 
something to do with the 
Series best remembered for 
Enos Slaughter’s dash from 
first to home on a base hit? 

The answer rests in the fact 
that when the National League 
season ended, the Cards and 
Brooklyn Dodgers were tied 
and had to play a best-of-three 
series to determine which 
team would play Boston in the 
World Series. 

Rather than stay idle, Boston 
officials decided to play their 
own three-game series against 
a group of American League 
stars, including Haefner, who 
had compiled a 14-11 record 
with’ a 2.85 earned run average 
for the fourth-place Senators 

Among the other stars were 
Hank Greenberg of Detroit and 
Joe DiMaggio of New York, 
while the pitching staff includ- 
ed Hal Newhouser, Dizzy Trout 
and Stubby _ Overmire of 
Detroit..and-Eddie Lopat and 
Joe Page of New York. 

Of those pitchers, only Trout 
was righthanded,’ since the 
Red Sox were destined to face 
lefthanded dominated staffs 
from either Brooklyn or St 
Louis, including Harry Bre- 
cheen and Howie Pollet 

In the first game of the Bos- 
ton-stars series, though, Haef- 
ner earned his ‘‘curse’”’ tag 
while facing a team that had 
roared to a 104-50 record and 
today is considered among the 
best post-War teams. 

The leader, of course, was 
Ted Williams, who had hit .342 
with 38 home runs and 123 
runs batted in as he aimed for 
his first and only World Series 
appearance. 


In the fifth innin; 
became a 2-0 Red Sox win in 
Boston, Williams came to the 
plate after a single by Dom 
DiMaggio and studied Haefner, 
the 5-foot-8, 160-pound native of 
Lenzburg. 


Of Haefner’s first pitch, Wil- 
liams was quoted as saying 
“When the ball was halfway to 
me, I saw that it was spinning 
so I got set to belt the curve. 
Then I saw it wasn’t going to 
curve, and I sort of tucked in 
my shoulder and took the pitch 
on the elbow.’’ 

The ball hit Williams’ right 
elbow joint in such a way that 
it swelled up like a tomato. 
Despite heat treatment and 
diathermy baths, Williams was 
not at full strength during the 
Series and had just five singles 
in 25 at-bats with one RBI as 
the Cards won in seven games. 


In addition to Slaughter, St. 
Louis’ championship names 
included Musial, Moore, and 
Schoendienst, but in Boston 
mention of Haefner was linked 
to the curse that kept the Red 
Sox from a Series title.

The world of special effects 
includes an assortment of 
mind-boggling optics, anima- 
tronics, computer-generated 
images, make-up and sound. 

“We want visitors to have 
fun and to learn something 
with this,’ says Donna North- 
cott, the Science Center’s the- 
ater manager. 

“Also, we think people will 
come away with a greater 
appreciation for what special 
effects artists do.” 

Inside the 6,000-foot Explora- 
dome exhibit area, visitors can 
get a close-up glimpse of mov- 
ie trickery 

It appears to be a combat 
zone in there at first glance 
Children are bleeding, battered 
and black and blue. None of 
these cuts, bruises and wounds 
hurt a bit, though. Hey, it’s the 
movies. 

On this particular afternoon,

Through blue-screen photog- 
raphy, it also appears a giant 
cockroach is creeping up on 
the kids.

Archaeological excavations, an observance 
of the Summer Solstice sunrise, dance perfor- 
cnances and guided tours highlight June activ- 
ities at Cahokia Mounds State Historic Site. 

Dr. Melvin Fowler, of the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, and a crew of excava- 
tors will search from June 16 through the end 
of July for evidence of another Woodhenge at 
Cahokia.

Start off the day on Sunday, June 22, with 
an observation of the Summer Solstice sunrise 
at the reconstructed Woodhenge about a half 
mile west of Monks Mound. Observers should 
arrive by 5:20 a.m. to hear an explanation of 
the discovery, form and function of Wood- 
henge, a large circle of posts that was used 
as a sun calendar by the Mississippian Indi- 
an:
